At the Second Regiment Armory,
Ilroad street and Susquehanna nwnuc,
where the citMials were asked to report,
the early arrival ot more than 400 men

Cave indication that tlio demobilized

units were well represented iu the pa-

rade.
The J 11th and 112th Infantry and the

lOSlh and 100th Machine Gun Com-

panies wcw all central and western
I'cnnsylvnnia unit., and were de-

mobilized before she parade plans were

completed. That fai't did not deter
their members fioiu coming to this city
yesterday, however, and n large num-
ber of men from all four of the outfits
registered.

Aftir escorting the 107th Artillery
IScgiment from Market street ferry to
their barracks at Queen .street pier, the
Old Guard organization of th Second
Itcginient marched to the armory, at
Ilroad street and Susquehanna avenue,
and there joined in welcoming the
casuals a.s they arrived.

As eacli man arrived he was taken in
charge bj Colonel A. II. Warding, re-
tired National (iuard officer. Colonel
Hartung then registered the new ar-
rivals and gae each of them tun rrip
?1 bills, the gift of the eil. The
money, explained the colonel, was to
be used In bujing meals.

None of the men who registered at
the Second Regiment Armory was forced
to use tin- - city's money to relieve his
Jiuuger, for a while, at least, however,
for forty women of the Ladies" Aux-
iliary of the Oh) Guard served coffee
and sandwiches nt the armory. These
women, under the leadership of Mis.
It. A. (!. Cranston anil Mis. A. II.
Hartung, were on ,uty at the nrmorv
all day; and the coffee ami umif- -

wich booths were welcome sights to'
many of the travel weary men from
western Pennsylvania, i

In taking care of the men Colonel
Hartung was assisted by Major .lohn T. '

Hughes, retired, also a former National
Guard officer. The two retired officers
remained on duty until the arrival of
Colonel Martin, of the Twenty-eight- h

Division, relieved them of their'iluties.
Two thousand cots were placed In

the armory for the accommodation of the
casuals, but many of them ,.,-- not
Used last night, because hundreds of the
soldiers spent the night with friends in
the city. In fuct, the majority of the
men Who registered at the armory re- -

malned only long enough to register, to
receive their orders and to be enlight- -

ened as to the various entertainments
iu store for them last night.

Mobilized

TROLLEY CARS DIVERTED

The regular police force, home defense
reserves, marine guards, provost guard,
detectives and even the park guards
played their part in the handling of
the crowds bnnkipg the streets along
which the Iron Division parade moved.

Traffic was stopped within n square
of the marching doughboys during the
parnde. No vehicle was permitted
within a ratlins of a block of the route
and the lines nt no time were broken
to permit any traffic. Trolley cars
were diverted so they did not interfere
with the marching men. The plan,
however, permitted their operating on
something approaching the usual
schedules.

Crates, boxes, baskets, chnirs and
other one-uin- n stands were barred by
the police The streets were kept un-
obstructed from curb to curb.

Captain of Detectives Souder and "00
men mingled in the crowds nml en-

deavor to protect the spectators from the
operations of pickpockets. All suspi- -

cious persons were arrested and held
until after the parade.

The entire police body of .17-1- men
remained on duty during the hours of i

the parnde. They were assisted by
2.'t00 home defense reserves and were
further augmented by the marine police
and the provost guard. Members of the
park guard policed the Parkway.

Dr. llnbley 11. Owen had cliarge
of the police surgeons stationed along
the route of march for emergency duty.
Twenty-on- e patrds and sixteen ambu-

lances were posted along the route to
carry injured or fainting spectators to
the nearest hospital.

In addition to the hospitals, thre
were six emergency .stations iu charge
of the Fmergeney Aid and the police
station. These were at 2 IS South ltroad
street. Sits Chestnut street, (!0S Chest-
nut street. 71(1 Market street, 1001
.Market street and 2IU North Ilroad
street.
